SHORT LINE PURCHASED | 
NOW BEING EXTENDED 


Plan Is Backed by Pennsylvania, 
and Already Ten Thousan Men are 
at Work on Extension of 
South and West- 
ern. 


Pittsburg, Pa., February 20.—(Special.)— 
A great railroad project, destined materi- 
a@ily to change the face of the industrial 
south, will be officially announced by the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway Company in 
& few days from its headquarters in 
Portsmouth, Va. 

The project is nothing less than the 
construction of a trunk line from Ten- 
messee to the states of Alabama, Georgia 

and Florida, and tg ports on the south- 
east Atlantic coast. This line will also 
afford the west and middle west the 
Shortest route te the gulf states from 
Cincinnati, the gateway to the south. 

Plans for this gigantic undertaking have 
been under way by the Seaboard Air 
line for a long time, but they have been 
closely guarded until they were weil 
enough along to guarantee that they 
could not be thwarted 

South and Western Purchased. 

The trunk line project of the Seaboard 
had its inception in the purchase of the 
South and Western railroad, of Tennessee. 
‘This comparatively insignififent line ig 
in operation between Johnson City, Tenn., 
and Spruce Pine, in the same state. With 
a short branch its operated mileage is 
only 75 miles. 

The Seaboard Air Line purchased the 

Property, the rights of way, 
ranchises of this little Tennessee line 
Several months ago, but it has kept the 
pufthase quiet, fearing that if it leaked 
out its rivals would obtain an inkling of 
its Plans and thwart them. Now, how- 
ever, ownership of this line will be one 
of the things announced by the Seaboard 
in a few days. ! 

In pursuance of the Seaboard’s trunk 
line plan extensions to the South and|/\ 
Western has been quietly going on ever 
since the line was bought, The work is 
now being accelerated by large additions 
to the construction forces, which on 
February 1! were brought’ up to 10- 
000 men. 

Cofinection has been made with the 
Norfolk and Western at Dante, ‘Tenn. | 
The road ‘will next be extended. north- | 
ward through Tennessee to E!khorn, Ky., 
whefe it is proposed to connect with | 
the Chesapeake and Oh!o railroad. a road | 
allied with the Seaboard at other points, 
and over whose tracks it will obtain en- 
trance into Cincinnati. 

To Build Into Carolinas. 

Southward the South and Western will 
be extended to a point at or near Colum- 
bia, 8. C., where connection will be made 
with the Atlanta and Savannah division 
of the Seaboard. When these plans are 
carried out they will give the Seaboard 
the leading position among the roads 
whidh reach the Ohio river from the 
south and a great change in the face of 
tranéportation facilities for the south 
industrial section will inevitably come. | 

The new trunk line will also give the! 
Seaboard,.which has heretofore confined 
dtself to eastern coast travel to and 
from the south, an entrance into the 
middie west, and will make it a formid- 
able rival to the Loulsville and Nash- | 
ville and the Queen and Crescent. oe 


last named lines, as well as others be- 
tween the Alleghenies and the Missis- 
sippi, will undoubtedly bitterly resent the 
entrance of a rival into their territory, 
but the Seaboard’s project has the pow- 
erful backing of the great Pennsylvania 
pystem, both financially and in a traffic 


way. 

The Pennsylvania lines west of Pitts- 
burg @specially will cooperate with the | 
new line south from Cincinnati, and will | 
give it a big freight and passenger bus- 
iness from the first days of its opera- 
The extension will be costly for the 
Seaboard. The Construction of 260 miles 
of railroad is necessary to give the new | 
line the South Carolina junctfon to Cin- | 
cinnati. ae 

It will take about two years, it is 
atated, to complete this construction, and | 
trains will be moving over the new line} 
from the Cincinnati gateway by the 
epring of 1908.

Tne action of the committee was based 
upon the fact that citizens have already 


believed that the securing of 40 per cent 
of the required amount with as little ef- 
fort as has been made proves that At- 
ijanta wants to undertake the exposition 
work, 
Text of the Resolution. 

The text of the resolution adopted dur- 

ing the meeting® of yesterday afternoon 


‘Whereas, the reports of the canvassing 
committee show that more than $200,- 
000 of the guaranty fund has been al- 
ready assured without a systematic can- 
vass;: and 

‘Whereas, a large number of commit- 
tees have not been able to report and 
only a very:smali fraction of the busi- | 
ness interests have been seen, 

‘Resolved, That these results make the 
exposition a certainty and require us to 
proceed to more definite organization. 
‘Resolved further, That a committee 
of five, with the chairman of this body 
as chairman, be appointed to report back 
to this meeting at an early date the de- 
tails of such organiaztion, including 
suitable names for president and treas- 
urer. 

‘Resolved further, That any organiza- 
tion formed as a result of these resolu- 
tions. be subject to ratification by the 
stock holders of the proposed company 
when chartered. 

“Resolved further, That all canvassing 
committees are requested to complete 
their work and make final report at the 
next meeting of this committee, so that 
permanent organization may not be un- 
necessarily delayed.”’

Lieut. Turner May Soon See 
Active Service 


Purpose of the Army, Which Is Be- 
ing Organized and Officered by 
Americans and Europeans, 

Is Told by Carroli- 
ton Officer. 


Carrollton, Ga., February 20.—(Special.) 
Lieutenant Edgar Turner, who was sev- 
eral months ago commissioned as an offj- 
cer in the Chinese imperial reform army, 
which has its headquarters in San Fran- 


cisco, Cal., and whose purpose is to re- 


deem the imperial throne for the lineal!

ago, and to institute western reforms in 
the imperial dynasty at the death of 
the dowager empress, or earlier if prac- 
ticable, informs your correspondent that 
the officers of this army who have been 
commissioned in America, have been no- 
tified that it will be well to hold them- 
selves in readiness to enter active service 
at any time as conditions in.the empire 
may cause the active operations of this 
army at any time now. 

The officers of this army were selected 
from the ex-soldiers of the American 
army who served in the Philippines and 
in the movement of the international 
troops against the Boxers and from the 
English army, who have served in the 
Far East. The army is said to be well 
organized and can be put in operation 
on short notice. The uniforms and side 
arms of the officers were purchased some 
three months ago and are all in readi- 
ness now. The enlisted men of this army 
will be Chinese, but it will be officered 
altogether by Americans and Europeans, 
Mr. Turner {ts a native of Carroll coun- 
ty.

It is an obvious thing, of course, to 
say that his death was greatly has- 
tened by the revelation of business 
methods occurring under his adminis- 
tration and, to that extent, carrying 
more or less of his official sanction. 
The statement requires amendment, 
in that it was not the revelation sole- 
ly which precipitated the acute nerv- 
ous strain which appears to have been 
instrumental in placing a period to 
this man’s undoubtedly remarkable 
career.

HE outlook is bright for a big fea- 
‘3 eral appropriation to fight the cat- 
cording to Assistant Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture R. F. Wright, who returned 
yesterday from the national capital, 
where he represented Georgia at an in- 
terstate conference with congressmen. 

The conference was he'd as the result 
of a resolution adopted by the Associa- 
tion of Southern States Commissioners ot 
Agriculture, which met in Richmond last 
fall. This resolution provided that each 
state commissioner should write to his 
representatives in congress and ask that 
they interest themselves in means to fight 
the tick. 

These ietters were written and the va- 
rious congressmen from southern § states 
invited their state agricultural authori- 
ties to meet in Washington during feb- 
ruary, 1906. The fourteenth day of the 
month was finally fixed for this confer- 
ence, and a majority of the commission- 
ers belonging to the association were on 
hand. 

“The delegates,”’ said Captain Wright, 
who was accompanied by R. J. ted- 
ding, director of the experiment station 
“first went before the demo- 
cratic members of the house and outlined 
their views on the matter. That was on 
last Wednesday. On the day following 
we appeared before the house committee 
on agriculture, 

“We were courteously received by 
everyone, and the congressmen seemed 
to take a lively interest in our mission.
